CRIMINALS’ RIGHTS 
A New Jersey jury has awarded $5.000 to a burglar who 
became partially paralyzed after he was shot by a 
homeowner. The sum was awarded to Larry Garrett, 2H. 
Millville, who had been shot, allegedly while fleeing, by 
Robert Stafford, also of Millville. 
A legal observer said the law' recognizes that an in­ 
dividual is entitled to use deadly force only to defend 
himself or others from a physical assault that a 
reasonable person would consider serious. In several 
states courts have held that, where possible, an individual 
must retreat before using deadly force. 
This is a doctrine that can be reasonable or highly 
unreasonable, depending upon circumstances 
A householder obviously should not be permitted to fire 
upon children who refuse to leave his yard after he cat­ 
ches them pulling flowers from his garden or making mud 
pies on his driveway in broad daylight 
But the householder whose property is invaded by one 
or more intruders in the dead of night has no way of 
knowing their intent or whether they are armed and 
dangerous. He cannot calmly question them if they will 
not submit to questioning, and he cannot establish that 
their intent is other than malicious. 
Under such circumstances, how far should he retreat in 
the eyes of the law ? Should he wai t unt il they have broken 
into his house or fired shots at him or tried to bludgeon or 
stab him or overpower him physically? Until they have 
stolen property from his premises? Until they have in­ 
jured a member of his family? 
The doctrine that the householder should use great 
restraint in dealing with trespassers and intruders is 
fraught with dangers for the householder w hile it workds 
to the advantage of the criminal. For under it the malice- 
bent criminal can enter property and commit crimes 
secure in the knowledge that his victim is restrained by 
threat oflaw, and even the loss of hishfe savings and 
property, from, trying to repel him by other than harmless 
means, such as persuasion. 
Such a doctrine, while extending protection to the 
criminal, strips the protection of law from the victim It 
places him on the defensive not only against the criminal 
'engaged in an act of crime but against the government 
whose duty it is to protect him This puts the victim of 
crime in double jeopardy. 
The concept that the householder should face either 
criminal or civil action for repelling potentially deadly 
intruders from his property by any means is a concept 
that comes close to destroying the very meaning of law in 
that it denies to the individual the natural right of self- 
defense and self-preservation, which is a law of nature 
The rights of the law-abiding individual to life, liberty 
and the defense of his property should be made far more 
secure than they are under the existing system. The in­ 
ti ingement of these rights by law is a perversion ot 
justice

Business Today

NEWr YORK 111 PI) - Land 
developers in resort states like 
Florida and Colorado have 
borrowed a sales idea from the 
yachting world 
For 
several 
years 
now, 
leading yacht brokers have 
been selling big boats to 
yachtsmen wfho have the time 
to cruise them only four to six 
weeks a year. The brokers rent 
the craft to other people much 
of the rest of the year. Profit 
on the rentals is divided 
between the owner and the 
broker This enables many a 
yachtsman to keep a boat much 
bigger than he could afford 
otherwise. 
The same plan now is being 
used in resort real estate by 
such companies as Marriott 
Corp., Golf Hosts International, 
Inc., and the operator of the 
Sea Pines, S.C., resort. 
Marriott has obtained permis 
sion of the state to sell 200 
rooms of the luxury Essex 
House hotel facing Central 
Park in New York as resort 
rental units. The other 579 
rooms in Essex House will be 
maintained for hotel operations. 
The Sea Pines Company is 
doing much the same thing. 
Marriott is using a similar plan 
at its Camelback Inn resort at 
Tucson, Ariz. 
But Harvey Jones’s Golf Host 
International, Inc., started out 
with this idea. It is developing 
condominium resort rental pro­ 
jects near Tarpon Springs, Fla., 
and at Durango, Colo. The one 
in Florida is called Innisbrook, 
the one in Colorado, Tamarron 
“This is quite a switch from the 
usual condominium selling me 


thod,” Jones told United Press 
International 
“The key to our operation is 
running a good resort profita­ 
bly,” Jones said, "not just 
selling off condominium units 
We have to stay around and do 
a good job year after year If 
we do our job well, everybody 
shares in the profits.” Profit in 
1973 was $12 million. 
Innisbrook is primarily a 
resort for people who play golf 
but swimming, fishing and 
boating are 
available and

Spittle Bugs 


By K. MACK SISK 
SAN ANTONIO. Tex (UPI) 
With the dreaded spittle bug 
munching northward through 
Central America and Mexico, 
Texas scientists are working to 
find ways to keep the hug out 
of South Texas’ rangeland and 
sugar cane crop. 
Rep Kika de la Garza. D 
Tex., obtained funds earlier this 
summer for the cooperative 
program to study the move 
merit of the bug. also known as 
Mosca Pinta or paint bug 
It already has been spotted 
as far north as Tamaulipas 
State, just south of the Rio 
Grande. 
Dr. Horace Van Cleave, an 
entomologist with the Texas 
Agriculture Extension Service, 
said the bugs eat spots of 
pasture land, leaving grass 
brown and dead 
Then the 
wet*ds take over. 
“They prefer improved pas 
tures, apparently." said Van 
Cleave. 
“The best we can 
determine they are native of 
southern Mexico and Central 
America. There are up to nine 
species or subspecies. 
"W e’re in the process now of 
determining which are the 
critical species 
We’re also 
looking at the habitat situation, 
type of damage and level of 
infestation." 
The spittle bug. which attacks 
sugar cane, can tie controlled 
w ith I wo i n sect i c ides a 1 rea d y 
approved for use in the United 
States But U S ranchers may 
not be able to bear the cost of 
e x pe n s i v e 
i n sec t i cide 
t rea t 
merit 
“The problem is with chemi 
cal control, you have such a 
low margin of profit involved in 
grassland situations." the en 
tomologist said “It's not like 
cotton and c ro p s like that You 
have a lower profit margin to 
work w ith 
“Chemical control is not a 
thing a rancher can live with 
indefinitely 
We need some 
alternatives, like intensive con 
trolled grazing to keep the 
plants low at a particular tune 
of the year 
“Also on a three and lour 
year basis, burning to get rid of 
the thatch in a pasture has 
been effective in Mexico The 
Mexicans 
also 
chop 
with 
machetes gras* for use as 
silage or feeding ’’ 
The hug** particularly like 
humid weather, he said, but 
could adapt themselves to drier 
climates

He no longer rides around 
dusty cottonfields in his pickup 
truck stoking a 50 gallon drum 
of silver iodide to produce rain 
Despite a near drought in the 
Southwest, and lack of a good 
gully-washing rain in Arkansas 
in weeks, Berry said he has 
received only one call for his 
services. 
“That was about a week ago 
when a coup I a big farmers 
down below Pine Bluff called 
me," he said “The next day 
they got a scattered! shower so 
they didn't need me then " 
Berry, 68, a retiri‘d Air Force 
major, plans to stow his 
raincoat and move to arid 
Arizona 
He says he’s been making it 
rain for 28 years but hasn't 
taken on. a commercial rain- 
making job in about two years 
He said he’s out of the rain 
business, except for a close 
friend or someone who “stuck 
by me in the early days." 
“The only thing that could 
get me out again would be for 
someone who did me a favor or 
for someone who believed in 
me in the early days when I 
was just starting," he said, “I 
don’t advertise any more." 
Four years ago, Berry rolled 
his banged-up red pickup into 
Aspermoot, Tex., where he had 
a $10,000 contract to bring five 
inches of rain. It fell three 
inches short . 
The Texas Water Develop­ 
ment Board later told Berry he 
could be jailed for trying to 
modify 
weather without 
a 
permit. 
“I hate to dub myself a 
weather control authority," he 
said during his West Texas 
attempts. “But I can stop a 
storm and I can bring on a 


hail 1 can bring snow in winter 
or summer I can raise the 
temperature in the winter and 
lower :t in the summer.,’’ 
Berry 
said 
he’s

tiecause his eyes were damaged 
by “stirring that pot" for so 
many years. He also said the 
price of the silver based chemi 
cal has increased so much it 
makes the operation too ex pen 
sive for many farmers. 
An “air dynamics expert”

He once tried to get a 
contract to “air-condition the 
city” of North Little Rock, but 
said city officials told him they 
would lose $55,(MM) a month in 
water bills if people no longer 


ri4*eded to water their lawns 
and gardens. 
His air conditioning plan, he 
explained, called for controlling 
showers so that it would rain 
about every 48 hours after 
business hours. "A little rain," 
he said, “can really keep a 
downtown area cooled off."
